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Wartenberg Appointed Executive Director 


The American Numismatic Society 
announced that Dr. Ute Wartenberg has 
been selected as the Society's Executive 
Director. Dr. Wartenberg’s appointment 
was confirmed by the ANS Council on 
June 12, following a search for candidates 
that began in March. 

In announcing the appointment, ANS 
President Arthur Houghton noted, “The 
American Numismatic Society is 
delighted to have been able to select, from 
a strong field of candidates, someone who 
has a strong background in areas of direct 
concern to the Society’s future. Dr. 
Wartenberg brings to the Society’s 
Executive Directorship a unique combina- 
tion of museum experience, including 
experience in education and exhibition; 
scholarly achievement; and a deep under- 
standing and appreciation for coins and 
numismatic objects. As the Society’s 
Assistant Director, and as Acting 
Executive Director since the beginning of 
April, she has worked closely with the 
ANS Board Members and staff to prepare 
for the Society’s move to 140 William 
Street. We are delighted to have in Dr. 
Wartenberg the qualities of leadership and 
experience that will enable the Society to 
create a new future for itself in the twenty- 
first century.” 

Asked what her vision for the Society is 
Dr. Wartenberg said that she hoped to 
bring more people to enjoy coins and his- 
tory. “Our most important task will be to 
move the Society to its new headquarters 
at 140 William Street. I am confident that 


this new location, in the middle of the 
financial district of New York, will bring 
many new visitors to the ANS. We will 
have a much better environment in which 
to serve our members by creating a new 
library and research center. Most of all, I 
hope to show how fascinating coins are 
and share the enjoyment of coin study with 
a broader audience.” 

Ute Wartenberg comes to her new posi- 
tion with a strong university and museum 
background. Educated initially at 
Saarbrucken University where she studied 
history, archaeology and Greek literature, 
she went on to Oxford University where

Society Councillor Eric Newman has 
given $250,000 to the Society for the 
development of the exhibit space at 140 
William Street and for continuing sup- 
port of the Graduate Seminar.

Given Eric’s great regard for 
Benjamin Franklin, he has even included 
an animated, life-sized Benjamin 
Franklin. In addition there is a great 
numismatic library open for scholars— 
which, of course, includes Newman’s 
books and articles on numismatics. Mrs. 
Newman is well known for the creation 
of the Butterfly House in St. Louis 
which attracts record crowds of people. 
This museum is a state-of-the art home 
for live butterflies with an educational 
program that serves the needs of people 
of all ages.

As the full introduction of the common 
currency for Europe draws nearer, so the 
debate over the nature, potential and polit- 
ical implications of economic union has 
intensified. From the man on the street to 
the Central Banks of member nations, 
nearly everyone holds an opinion on the 
relative merits of the Euro. Few, however, 
claim certainty as to its future. It is on this 
uncertainty, for example, that British non- 
participation in the first stages of union is 
based. 

Yet monetary union in Europe is not a 
new concept. Over the past 2,500 years 
European states have time and again found 
it expedient to share currencies and break 
down economic barriers. The diversity of 
circumstances in which monetary union 
was attempted over these centuries has left 
behind a varied array of common curren- 
cies that were historically met with an 
equally varied range of results. 

Mr. Andrew Meadows, Curator of 
Ancient Greek Coins at the British 
Museum, will deliver a lecture on the new 
Euro currency and its ill and well-fated 
predecessors from antiquity to modern 
times. The event, jointly organized by the 
American Numismatic Society (ANS), the 
Museum of American Financial History, 
and the American Friends of the British 
Museum, will be held on Tuesday, 
November 16, 1999 at 6:30 p.m. at the new 
ANS Headquarters at 140 William Street, 
New York City. 

This speaker will explore what the 
past—from ancient Greece to First World 
War Europe—can tell us about the circum- 
stances in which monetary union has suc- 
ceed and has failed, and about the 
inevitable and avoidable political ramifica- 
tions of a common currency. The failures 
are of as much interest as the successes. 
Behind each there was an alchemy of con- 
tributing elements: the status and character 
of individual rulers; the self-interests of 
the ruled; the power of those seeking 
union; and the resistance of those opposed. 
Dr. Meadows will speak to the importance 
of knowing the motivators behind past 
monetary unions, be they kings, emperors, 

federations, or simply the users of the 
coins themselves, and the degree to which 
the design of the money they chose may 
have contributed to its acceptance. 

Monetary union in Europe is nothing 


new, but careful analysis of what the past 
has to tell us suggests that the secret to its 
success lies in the interplay of motivations 
and implementation. 

A small display of coins at 140 William 
Street will accompany this lecture. 
Cocktails will be served from 5:30 
onward. Tickets for the lecture and recep- 
tion will be available from the Society or 
at the door and will cost $20.00.

Dr. Meadows holds degrees from the 
Universities of Oxford and Michigan. He 
was curator of the ancient section of the 
HSBC Money Gallery at the British 
Museum and of the temporary exhibition 
“Earlier Monetary Unions.” He has made 
frequent contributions to TV and radio 
programs on the subject of the history of 
monetary union in Europe and is currently 
writing a book on the subject. He also 
writes on Greek and Roman history, epig- 
raphy and numismatics. He is secretary of 
the British | Academy’s Sylloge 
Nummorum Graecorum Committee, 
editor of the Royal Numismatic Society’s 
Coin Hoards series, and is currently 
editing a volume on the use of money in 
the ancient Greek world for Oxford 
University Press. 


ARAB-BYZANTINE FORUM

Fowler Memorial Lecture 


On September 25, 1999 at 3 P.M., 
Michel Amandry will give the second 
annual Harry W. Fowler Memorial Lecture 
at the ANS headquarters at Audubon 
Terrace. He will speak on “Roman 
Provincial Coinage: Between Civic Pride 
and State Control.” 

Michel Amandry is a distinguished 
scholar and an old friend of the ANS. He is 
Chief Curator and Director of the Cabinet 
des Médailles of the Bibliotheque 
Nationale in Paris. He is also a professor at 
the university of the Sorbonne, Paris IV 
where he teaches numismatics and directs 
research projects. He is one of the four 
directors of the French journal Revue 
Numismatique and editor of Trésors 
Monétaires, the publication of hoards 
found in France. He is Secretary of the 
International Numismatic Commission. 

Amandry is well known through his 
publications which span the Greek and 
Roman world, in particular his book Le 
monnayage des duovirs corinthiens (BCH 
Suppl. 15, 1988), his series on the coinage 
of North Africa, and his co-authorship of 
Roman Provincial Coinage (1992). He has 
been an Associate member of the ANS 
since 1971 and was elected a 
Corresponding Member in 1984 after 
being Visiting Scholar for the 1984 
Graduate Seminar. 

The lecture will be followed by a recep- 
tion at the museum and by a subscription 
dinner.

The forty-seventh Graduate Seminar in 
Numismatics opened at the museum on 
June 15 with thirteen students in atten- 
dance. The seminar included sessions con- 
ducted by members of the curatorial staff, 
assisted by this year’s Visiting Scholar 
Professor Olivier Picard of the Sorbonne.

she was a Rhodes Scholar from 1987-90. 
She holds a Ph.D. in Papyrology. In 1991 
Dr. Wartenberg was appointed as Assistant 
Keeper in the Department of Coins and 
Medals where she worked as Curator of 
Greek Coins. During that period she was 
responsible for oversight of and recom- 
mending acquisitions to the Museum’s 
extensive collection of Greek coins, 
assisting in the design and installation of 
the Museum’s permanent coin exhibit and 
other special exhibits, organizing the 
activities of volunteers associated with the 
Museum’s coin department, and _partici- 
pating in the department’s development 
activities. With her colleagues in Athens, 
she set up a successful Internet exhibit of 
Greek coinage. Between 1994 and 1998, 
Dr. Wartenberg held the position of 
Secretary of the British Academy’s 
Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum (SNG) 
Committee, in which capacity she served 
as Editor of SNG Britain and undertook 
the design and installation of the 
Academy’s database for all British SNG 
projects. 

Dr. Wartenberg is author or editor of six 
books on history, numismatics, and papy- 
rology, and author of numerous articles 
and reviews on numismatic subjects. She 
remains Editor of Coin Hoards, a publica- 
tion of the Royal Numismatic Society that 
provides essential data on finds of coins 
within and outside of excavations. 

Among her other interests, Dr. 
Wartenberg counts sports, modern art, and 
travel. Dr. Wartenberg was appointed ANS 
Assistant Director in June of 1998, and 
Acting Executive Director on April 1, 
1999, following the retirement of Leslie 
Elam.

LIBRARY NOTES 


Since our last progress report, another 
23 boxes of library cards have been 
returned from Gaylord Information 
Services of Liverpool, NY, bringing the 
library’s catalogue conversion project to 
approximately 80% completion. The 
librarian continues to be generally pleased 
with the quality of Gaylord’s work. When 
all of the cards presently out of the 
building are returned, the main card cata- 
logue will have been completely con- 
verted. The auction card catalogue will be 
converted next and the 40,000 or so 
records in that catalogue should be con- 
verted rather quickly given that all are 
English language and all follow a set 
format. 

In recent months the library has also 
begun to use the computer for the cata- 
loguing of auction catalogues by part-time 
staff. Auctions were previously catalogued 
on specially formatted library cards using 
the typewriter. Although formatted differ- 
ently, the new computer generated auction 
cards permit more in-depth cataloguing 
and are much cleaner in appearance given 
the fact that typographical errors can be 
edited out prior to printing. 

In addition to her normal cataloguing 
responsibilities, Tamara Fultz, Assistant 
Librarian, has supervised the spacing of 
the cards in the card catalogue in order to 
allow for adequate expansion. She has also 
supervised a reorganization of the library’s 
periodicals, placing additional titles in the 
main periodical section where they will be 
accessed more easily. In bringing together 
periodicals previously located in different 
areas of the library, we will be better posi- 
tioned for the move to our new building 
where we hope to have all periodicals 
located in one section.

The American Numismatic Society will 
hold its Coinage of the Americas 
Conference in two parts this year. The 
Society has strong and vocal constituen- 
cies in both U.S. and Latin American 
coins, and these two conferences will 
enable it to satisfy both. The dates for both 
conferences have changed from earlier 
announcements. 

The first conference, which will be held 
on Saturday, November 20, will commem- 
orate the two-hundredth anniversary of the 
death of George Washington and will be 
about Washingtonia. The second part, on 
Saturday, December 4, will focus on the 
Coinage of the Caribbean. We follow Fred 
Pridmore’s lead and do a little violence to 
hydrography, so we are including 
Bermuda in the Caribbean. 

A strong line-up of speakers has been 
enlisted for both conferences. George 
Fuld, the doyen of 
Washingtonia, will speak about the early 
Washington medals through 1834. Other 
speakers will include Richard Doty and 
Robert Leonard. The Caribbean confer- 
ence has generated great interest from 
many of our members. Emilio Ortiz, a 
longtime member of the ANS, will discuss 
the Cuban souvenir peso in a talk entitled, 
“Cuba’s 1897 Souvenir...Missing Link 
Debunks Conventional Wisdom!” John 
Lorenzo will discuss the Cuban key coun- 
terstamp of the nineteenth century. John 
Kleeberg will give a talk entitled, “Paper 
Chase: the 10 Reales of Santo Domingo.”

Through the kind invitation of our col- 
leagues at the Museum of American 
Financial History, the ANS participated in 
the exhibit “Rockefeller Remembered.” 
Ron Chernow, the author of excellent 
biographies of J. P. Morgan, the Warburgs, 
and John D. Rockefeller, served as guest 
curator for the Museum of American 
Financial History. The ANS has a separate 
exhibit case about Rockefeller’s distribu- 
tion of dimes and nickels. The Museum of 
American Financial History installed it 
and included some very kind words wel- 
coming the ANS to downtown Manhattan. 
The outstanding photographs, actually 
prints from computer scans, were made by 
the new ANS photographer Sharon 
Suchma. The text for the exhibit, written 
by ANS Modern Curator John Kleeberg, 
reads as follows: 


John D. Rockefeller and 
U.S. Dimes and Nickels 


John D. Rockefeller began to distribute 
dimes to adults and nickels to children 
around 1914. He was often ill at ease with 
strangers, and handing out dimes helped to 
break the ice. He would give nickels to 
children, informing them that it repre- 
sented a year’s interest on a dollar. When 
someone spilled something at the dining 
table, Rockefeller would cover the spot

with dimes as a tip for the person who had 
to clean up the mess. When Harvey 
Firestone completed a tricky putt at golf, 
Rockefeller would hand over ten cents, 
saying “Beautiful! Beautiful! That's worth 
a dime!” When Rockefeller went out two 
of his pockets were bulging, one with 
nickels, the other with dimes. His valet, 
John Yordi, followed with an additional 
supply. It is estimated that Rockefeller dis- 
tributed 20,000 to 30,000 coins during his 
lifetime. 

During this period, United States 
coinage was extensively re-designed. 
Although the coins had great artistic excel- 
lence, the artists’ lack of experience with 
coinage requirements resulted in coins that 
quickly became worn and unattractive. 

The dime was designed by Adolph A. 
Weinman, the 1920 recipient of the J. 
Sanford Saltus Medal Award, the second 
Saltus Medal ever given. Commonly 
called the “Mercury dime,” it actually 
depicts Liberty on the obverse with the 
wings symbolizing freedom of thought. 
The model for Liberty is said to have been 
the wife of the poet Wallace Stevens. 
Although Liberty wears a Phrygian cap, a 
traditional emblem, it is modeled so as to 
resemble a cloche hat, popular with the 
“flappers” of the nineteen-twenties. The 
reverse shows an olive branch, symbol- 
izing peace, entwined around a fasces, a 
traditional Roman emblem indicating the 
magistrate’s power of inflicting capital and 
corporal punishment. Benito Mussolini 
would later adopt this emblem for his 
Fascist Party, which seized power in 1922. 
Weinman’s Liberty head design was 
coined from 1916 until 1945. 

James Earle Fraser, the first recipient of 
the Saltus Medal in 1919, designed the 
nickel. The obverse is a composite of var- 
ious sculptures of American Indians made 
by Fraser. The reverse shows Black 
Diamond, the American bison from the 
Central Park Zoo. He also served as the 
model for the $10 legal tender note issued 
in 1901. He was put to death on November 
17, 1915, because he had “outlived his 
usefulness.” His meat was sold as “Black 
Diamond Steaks.” Fraser’s Indian and 
bison design was coined from 1913 until 

1938. 

The Museum of American Financial 
History is at 26 Broadway (the old head- 
quarters of the Standard Oil Trust).

Sewell Menzel on Colonial Mints of Spanish America 
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Sewall Menzel, Ute Wartenberg, and Clifford 
Mishler 


The First Krause-Mishler Forum on 
World Coins was held at the Society on 
May 21, 1999. After opening remarks 
from ANS First Vice President Donald 
Partrick about the state of renovation work 
at the new building downtown, Clifford 
Mishler delivered a few words about the 
Standard Catalogue of World Coins, a 
staple of Krause-Mishler publications. 
Recognizing the popularity of the 
Standard Catalogue, Krause-Mishler has 
decided to sponsor this educational forum 
on world coins. Dr. Ute Wartenberg intro- 
duced Dr. Sewall A. Menzel. 

Dr. Menzel discussed the colonial 
mints of Spanish America. In the sixteenth 
century, Spain established the first truly 
global empire. It set up mints throughout 
the Americas. Some of these mints were 
hugely productive and very long-lived— 
México, Potosi, Lima. Others lasted for 
only a few years and their coins are rare— 
Cartagena, Santo Domingo, Cuzco. One 
mint, Panama, was discovered by Menzel 
himself. Havana, a mint often overlooked,

issued copper 8 reales during the British 
siege of 1741. These world-wide commit- 
ments often resulted in “imperial over- 
stretch.” One day a courtier saw King 
Philip Il gazing out a window. He asked 
the king what he was looking for. “I am 
looking for the walls of Cartagena,” the 
king said wistfully. “They have cost so 
much money, that I surely must be able to 
see them from here.” 

Dr. Menzel is famous among cob col- 
lectors for his identification of the Spanish 
colonial mint of Panama. He is also the 
author of a superb book about the Potosi 
mint scandal and the great transition of 
1652. The debasement of the coinage by 
the assayers at Potosi caused tremors in 
money markets throughout the world. It 
has been argued that the Potosi debase- 
ment was the reason Massachusetts began 
to coin its own money in 1652. 

Dr. Menzel has had an interesting 
career. As is true of many of our most 
sophisticated world coin collectors, he 
comes out of the U.S. military. During his 
career in the military he always sought out 
the “hot spots’—the Dominican Republic 
in 1965, Vietnam and Cambodia, Hon- 
duras after Reagan’s election, and Bolivia 
at the height of the drug wars. He is now a 
professor of International Relations at 
Florida International University.

The American Journal of Numismatics

RESEARCH NEWS 


Bates in Kuala Lumpur 


Michael Bates, ANS Curator of Islamic 
Coins, was one of fifteen speakers at a 
conference which included the opening of 
the new Islamic Arts Museum in Kuala 
Lumpur, Malaysia. The conference took 
place from April 16 to 19 this year. 
Scholars from Bahrain, Britain, France, 
Iran, Malaysia, the United States, and 
Uzbekistan assembled to lecture on dif- 
ferent aspects of Islamic art history, to 
view the exhibits in the imposing new 
building, to see Kuala Lumpur, and to get 
acquainted with Malaysian customs and 
cuisine. 

The new museum is largely the creation 
of a single figure, Tuan Syed Mohamad 
Albukhary, whose hospitality and enthu- 
siasm for his subject made the meeting 
possible. The museum is a private founda- 
tion, but enjoys government patronage as 
evidenced by the participation of the 
Deputy Prime Minister and Minister of 
Defense at the opening ceremonies. 

Bates spoke on “The Origins of Islamic 
Coinage,” tracing the formation of clas- 
sical Islamic coinage from the period of 
the first conquests until the ninth century, 
roughly from 650 to 850. The presenta- 
tions given at the conference will be col- 
lected and edited for publication as a spe- 
cial volume commorating the opening of 
the Islamic Arts Museum. 





TULANE SYMPOSIUM 


Alan Stahl and Michael Bates flew to 
New Orleans to lecture on April 24 at 
Tulane University on coinage in the 
Crusader era. They were the two speakers 
in a Charles T. Davis Symposium, named 
in memory of a Tulane Professor of 
Medieval History and funded by the 
William S. Paley Foundation. Some 40 
faculty and students turned out on a hot 
Saturday afternoon to hear their talks. 


The Coinage That Wasn’t 


Stahl’s presentation was entitled “The 
Latin Empire of Constantinople; the 
Crusader Coinage that Never Was.” In it, 
he explored the paradoxical absence of 
coins with the names of the Latin 
emperors who ruled the Byzantine Empire 
in the wake of the Fourth Crusade, in the 
face of documentary evidence that indi- 
cates that they minted coins. He went on to 
discuss what coinages were actually used 
for currency in the Byzantine world in the 
period 1204 to 1261. 


Competing Alloys 


Bates spoke on the metrology and alloy 
of the Arabic dirhams issued by the 
Crusaders in the thirteenth century. The 
Crusader coins look very much like con-

temporary Muslim coins with the same 
inscriptions. Although the average weight 
of the Crusader coins was lower, the result 
was much the same, since the weight 
ranges of the two series largely over- 
lapped. No one could identify a single coin 
as Crusader or Muslim by weighing it. 
Similarly, the silver content of the imita- 
tions was often lower than that of their ear- 
lier prototypes, but at any given point in 
time the alloy of contemporary Christian 
and Muslim issues was the same. The 
fineness of all Syrian silver issues of the 
thirteenth century declined over the 
decades, and the production volume of 
Muslim and Christian coins fluctuated in 
concert, surely reflecting common sources 
of supply. The Crusaders (probably, in 
fact, Venetian merchants) did not seek to 
sabotage Muslim currency nor to profit 
illegitimately, but only to turn their silver 
into acceptable coinage for circulation in 
the Syrian economy. 

Bates’ and Stahl’s visit was arranged by 
Professor Kenneth Harl, an alumnus of the 
Society's Graduate Seminar in 
Numismatics, an ANS Fellow, and author 
of the recent book Coinage in the Roman 
Economy, 300 B.C. to A.D. 700 
(Baltimore: Hopkins, 1996). Professor 
Harl and the Department were extraordi- 
narily generous in their hospitality. 

Bates and Stahl met Tulane historians 
and students at dinners and receptions, and 
were escorted by Harl to see the sights of 
the French Quarter and riverside planta- 
tions. The two curators were accommo- 
dated in a historic bed and breakfast, the 
former home of writer Walker Percy. The 
Paley Foundation, which underwrote the 
visit, enabled Bates’ wife Kati to accom- 
pany him and participate with him in the 
social events. 


Touratsoglou Appointment 


Dr. Iannis Touratsoglou was appointed 
Director of the National Archaeological 
Museum, Athens in May. He continues to 
serve as Director of the Athens Numis- 
matic Museum, where he has served since 
the retirement of ANS Corresponding 
Member Dr. Mando Oeconomides. Dr. 
Touratsoglou is the author of many books 
and articles on numismatics, archaeology, 
and epigraphy. He has a B.A. from the 
University of Thessaloniki and a Ph.D. 
from the University of Saarland, 
Saarbrucken, Germany. 


International News 


Since information about auction and 
show schedules is widely available, we 
have decided to concentrate this feature on 
“hard” news about people and happenings.

In an earlier edition of the Newsletter it 
was mentioned that the United States 
Information Agency was seeking views 
from interested parties, including numis- 
matists, on the application of the Republic 
of Cyprus for restrictions on the import of 
Cypriot cultural property pursuant to the 
1970 UNESCO “Convention on the 
Means of Prohibiting and Preventing the 
Illicit Import, Export and Transfer of 
Ownership of Cultural Property.” On April 
12 that agency announced the U.S. has 
“imposed an emergency import restriction 
on Byzantine ecclesiastical and ritual eth- 
nological material from Cyprus unless 
such material is accompanied by an export 
permit issued by the government of the 
Republic of Cyprus.” The announcement 
noted that “materials produced during the 
Byzantine period illustrate the high degree 
of artistic achievement on Cyprus and 
include some of the finest pieces of 
Byzantine art ever produced.” It said the 
action was taken under Article 9 of the 
treaty, which seeks to reduce illicit move- 
ment of cultural property across interna- 
tional borders. The Nicosia government 
had based its request on what it claimed 
was the diversion into the international 
black market of items from churches in the 
northern part of the island, which has been 
occupied by Turkish forces since the 1974 
fighting. By the terms of the request and 
the reported language of the decision, it 
would appear that coins are not an object 
of the U.S. restriction. 

The Athens Numismatics Museum has 
acquired one of the rarest and most spec- 
tacular of ancient coins, a silver fifth cen- 
tury B.C. Athenian decadrachm. 
According to the Athens News Agency, the 
coin was purchased by a Greek national 
from a German auction house and pre- 
sented last May to the Minister of Culture 
Elisavet Papazoi. There are only about 25 
specimens of the decadrachm, the largest 





Konuk Fellow at CNRS 


Dr. Koray Konuk, Assistant Keeper of 
Coins and Medals at the Fitzwilliam 
Museum in Cambridge, has been elected a 
research fellow at the CNRS (Centre 
National de la Recherche Scientifique) in 
France. This permanent position is based 
at the Ausonius Institute, University of 
Michel de Montaigne, Bordeaux III where 
he will join a team of scholars working on 
the history and archaeology of western 
Asia Minor. Dr. Konuk will take his new 
position on | October and start a project 
on the monetary history of classical Caria. 
He will also be responsible for teaching 
Greek numismatics at the University.

Internet Exhibition 

“The Presveis Project: A Currency for 
Europe” has been launched on the Internet 
(www.culture.gr/nm/Presveis). This cyber 
exhibition is designed to inform the gen- 
eral public of the many and varied occa- 
sions in antiquity and during the medieval 
period when different states in the region 
of modern Europe shared common curren- 
cies or entered into monetary agreements. 
Its aim is to provide a historical back- 
ground to the current attempt by the 
European Union to create a single 
European currency. 

The Presveis (Greek for ambassador) 
Project is a cooperative venture between 
the Athens Numismatic Museum and the 
British Museum and the exhibition is com- 
posed exclusively of coins from the two 
museums. The project’s co-sponsors are 
the European Commission (Raphael 
Programme 1996-8) and the Hellenic 
Ministry of Culture. The exhibition is 
hosted on the website of the latter. 

Among the exhibits are panels dealing 
with the design of the new European cur- 
rency, the invention of coinage, the inter- 
national currencies of Athens and other 
early Greek states, the coinages of Philip 


Il and Alexander the Great, the spread of 


Roman coinage, the coinage of Byzan- 
tium, and modern international currencies 
such as the Maria Theresa thaler, the 
French franc, the British Sovereign, and 
the American dollar. 


Member. Mr. Browder’s main numis- 
matic interests are crowns of the world 
and Islamic coinage. His knowledge of 
Arabic has helped him publish 27 arti- 
cles devoted mainly to Middle Eastern 
coins. He is listed as a principal contrib- 
utor to the Krause publication, 
Catalogue of Modern World Coins and 
Coins of the World, 1750-1850. 

Browder is an Air Force veteran of 53 
combat missions in World War II. 
Professionally he has been a designer of 
sulfuric acid plants and has invented a 
number of patented processes registered 
in at least nine countries. He has been 
the chief engineer in the design of sey- 
eral of the world’s largest sulfuric acid 
plants visiting nearly 30 foreign coun- 
tries in pursuit of his professional and 
personal interests.

Talk by Carmen Arnold-Biucchi
